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Carter’s budget austerity imperils student loans

Between 250,000 to 750,000 recipients of 
National Direct Student Loans may not have the 
money to attend college if President Carter's $108 
mitlion budget cut for federally funded student loans 
6 approved this week by Congress, according to a 
mailgram sent to over 200 colleges nationwide by Ed 
Blankstein Inc., and educational consult. 1g firm and 
lobbying group 

The mailgram was sent to universities nationwide 
in the attempt to rouse student outrage against the 
president's proposal, according to Tom Kerrins 
owner of a business school in San Francisco and a 
legislative advocate for EB! The maiigram also 
states “ at this writing, tomy knowledge, neither 
your President nor your Director of Student Finan- 
cial Aid has registered their outrage with your US

congressman and senators. May | suggest such a 
protest action on the part of students as may be con 
sistent with the traditions of your institution 

First off, | want to say Ed Biankstein is a liar, at 
least about the part about registering outrage,” said 
Ralph Alvarez, director of financial aid. “As of last 
Wednesday, Apri! 23, the Western Association of 
Financial Aid Administrators filed a resolution with 
Congress, the president and anybody and 
everybody in the Office of Education. The annual 
conference was held recently, with representatives 
from Hawaii, Washington, Oregon, California 
Arizona, |\daho and Nevada. and all of us registerec 
our protest And Blankstein was sitting there with 
the proposal was presented," he added 

‘We're also Calling all the congressmen and 
senators — Fazio, Matsui, Hayakawa — to let them 
«now how we feel,” Alvarez said 


Alvarez explained the background of 


budget. One way to reduce it is by going into res 
cission, by not giving out funds which have been ap 
propriated 


“Basically, what happens is, | have already been 
told how much money | wil! receive for the Direct 
Student Loan Program. But | haven't received that 
money yet, I've just been promised that money. And 


that money won't arrive if the budget cuts are ap- 
proved,” Alvarez continued 


“We'll lose about $180,000 in ‘new money’ to be 


loaned to new loan applicants. We could be talking 
about 250 students an this campus being affected by 


the cuts. The average loan to students was $949 50 


last year, obtained by dividing the number of

Students in the program by the amount of money 
loaned.” he said 

When asked about possible motivations behind 
the slashed budget proposals, Alvarez replied, “It's 
not directly related to students’ record of loan 
repayment The president may play on that. and say 
Why do we want to give money to a bunch of 
deadbeats, anyway?’ but that’s not the direct cause 
of the budget cut The point is they don't have 
enough dollars 

Alvarez conternplated the prospect of having 
federal funding reduced compounded by possible 
reductions in state money caused by the passage of 
Proposition 9 “If | have students walking around 
with their other funding reduced, and on the other 
hand. the feds cut off their money, we have a serious 
double crunch coming.” he said

A number of Sacramento's Mexican American 
community organizations have alleged that the 
arrests of seven Chicanos at a fundraising party 
sponsored by CSUS MECHA on Friday, April 25 was 
‘another in a series of incidents wherein Mexican- 
Amerjcan youth have been harassed by Sac 
ramento police agencies." 

At a press conference last week spokespersons 
for an ad hoc group formed to protest the April 25 
sheriff's department action claimed that members of 
the party were ‘attacked by sheriff's officers without 
provocation” resulting in seven arrests including 
one CSUS student, three UC Davis students. two 
Sacramento City College students and one non - 
student — and the hospitalization of two party- 
goers 

Alina Sala, a coordinator for CSUS MECHA who 
was at the party, said the sheriff's officers “over- 
reacted.” 

“There were about $0 people there when two 
sheriff's officers came by at about 10:30 to ask us to 
tower the music,” Sala said “They said they'd 
received a complaint froma neighbor that the music 
was too loud, so we agreed to turn the music down —

The Student Services Budget 
and Planning Co.nmittee is now 
solidifying its budget recommen- 
dations on departmental budget 
requests submitted in early March, 
which will be presented later this 
month to Dean of Students Tim 
Comstock 

Students carrying six units or 
less pay $57 and students with 
more than six pay $72 toward 
student services 

Departments were asked this 
year to submit for the first time 
zero - based budgets accounting 
the working hours and materials 
spent performing different 
department functicns. in the past 
departments used the previous 
years budget and increased it by 
an inflationary factor, said Candy 
Fritz, assistant dean of students 

For the Financial Aid Office 
which is asking for three additional 
full - time positions, the zero - 
based approach was not new 
“Because of our relationship to 
money, we have an approach to 
being accountable,” said Director

Three employees quit this year 
said Alvarez, because of the work 
overload.
